"With the American army of invasion, near Santiago, 


July 2—Special—The American army, after furious fighting 
lasting all day, drove the Spaniards into the city of Santiago, 
and the American troops last night etcamped near the 
trenches, and on the outposts held in the morning by the 
Spaniards. 


The victory was most complete. 
The Americans drove the enemy from Caney, destroyed 


the Spanish fort at that place, and held the village 


Another division captured the heights of San Juan. 
The loss of the Americans was heavy, 
numbering 


about four hundred killed and wounded 
The Spanish loss 


was also very heavy, but cannot be given just yet in figures. 


The Americans attacked the Spanish from three divis- 


ions. 
Generals Lawnton and Wheeler's fqrces assailed Can. 


e) . Gen. Kent's men advanced on Agudadore's men, while 
General Garcia and the Cubans attacked Caney from the 
southeast. 
The other divisions of the army advanced upon 


Srntiago from the east. 


The Americans presented a solid front from the coast to 


Santiago's northern defences, and the line never wavered. 
The men were filled with eager enthusiasm and the officers 
had hard time restraining them from impetuous rushes. 


The Spaniards fought desperately to hold Caney, but in 
, 
Slowly but surely the Spaniards had to give ground, 


and darkness found the Americans presenting a solid front 
from the coast to Caney, thus hemming the Spaniards in the 
city and cutting off all means of retreat to the interior of the 
island. 


The detachment sent back was composed of Cubans. 


They w'll not only cut off the Spaniards retreat, but will also 
prevent the arrival of Spanish reinforcements. This aciion 
hems the Dons in most effectually and the land forces, like 
Cervera's fleet, are bottled up.

it was understood that there was to be u general attack in the 
morning, and today the men were impatient to begin. Short- 
ly after seven o'clock shots were heard inland and the New- 
York, the Gloucester and the Sufanne moved in shore east 
of Morro castle. They then engaged the new batteries the 
Spaniards had erected there. • They drew into easy range 
and the batteries were literally torn to pieces. Their fire 
died out and all rest of the day they were silent, showing 
tnat all their guns must have been dismounted. Then the 
ships devoted their attention to the Spanish infantry oppos- 
ing the American advance. Shells were dropped ' in the 
Spanish lines, and must have done great destruction. 


During the engagement the Vesuvius fired many dyna- 


mite shells, and the projectiles are thought to have done im- 
mense damage. 


The. acuracy with, which the American seamen used their 


guns was remarkable and but few shells flew wide of the 
mark. 


The Spanish fleet did not direct much fire at the Ameri- 


can ships, devoting its energy to shooting at the trocps. 


Naval Officers Happy, 


Washington, July 2 -Special—Naval officers are happy. 


They say the American navy and soldiers are supreme. 
The 


battle establishes pretty conclusively that the Spaniards are 
no match for the enthusiastic aggressive troops, They were 
driven from their string entrenchments in front of Santiago 
back into the city and the Americans are now occupying the 
entrenchments and awaiting only the dawn to resume the 
greater battle which will result.

STAMPS BY MILLIONS. 


Enormonn Mumbur IJIMrllmtod by tlio 


Kfvenue Uermrtnient. 


.Washington. July 2.-Dy tonight tho 


internal revenue department nt Wash- 
ington had distributed throughout tho 
country 175.000,000 war revenue stamps. 
The distribution has been going on for 
the last week nt the rate of from 20 000 . 
000 to 35.000,000 per day. The bureau 
of engraving and printing will continue 
to produce about 25,000,000 stamps per 
day for some time to come, and this 
great output will bo placed where it can 
eatlsfy the demand. Requisitions were 
made by collectors for about COO 000 000 
stamps to cover the first throe months' 
business under the now law. 
This ag- 


gregate amount represented the col- 
lectors' estimates of what would 
be 


needed during tho Ilrst quarter. Tho 
department has therefore been-able to 
furnish about one month's supply Ac- 
tual experience may show that these 
estimates aro entirely inadequate to 
meet the situation. Indeed, a suspicion 
that such Is tuo case prevails among 
officials of the treasury 
department. 


There Is absolutely no data upon which 
to predicate estimates of what may bo 
required. 
When the old war revenue 


law was In force It applied to only 
about half the country. Since the re- 
>eal of that old law tho business of tho 
tountry has Increased from eight to ten 
fold and commerujal conditions have 
changed 
wonderfully. 
Consequently 


tho Internal revenue officials feel that 
they are entering upon an untried ex- 
perimental field.

tion may change so that an afternoon 
paper may be got out, 


'The trouble arises from the demands 


made by the stereotypers' union upon 
the publishers at short notice. 
They 


were arbitrary in the extreme,'accord 
ing to the views of the publishers and 
they stand a unit in the refusal to 
grant a single thing that was demand 
ed. 


Wlmt The Men Demand. 


The stereotypers^aaked first that 


their hours ot labor be reduced from 
eight to seven hours a day and wages 
increase: trom $3.25 to 84.00 a day 
with 75 cents an hour or fraction 
thereof for overtime, and tt.at appren- 
tices be confined to one fur each office. 


The publishers, after unlerstandlng 


the nature of the demands and thu 
mandatory character ol the way • they 
were put, decided unanimously to re- 
fuse them. In consequence it was 
agreed by all at the meeting that no 
member of the 
Association 
would 


make an attempt to get out a paper 
till all were in position to do so. 


Thereupon, work in newspaper of 


fices all over the city began to let np 
for the night. 


Editors abandoned their desks and 


talked in ex sited groups of the situa- 
tion, snob a thing as a day passing 
without a paper being published nev- 
er before having entered Into their 
speculations. 


When the Trouble Dates From

back to the first of May, when the an- 
nnal contract expired.
